This is our sixteenth atinual report to the citizens of the Town of 
Proctor, on State payments in your municipality of various types of 
assistance and welfare during 1951. 

The total ntunber of recipients in the State has declined, but ex- 
penditures are larger 1)y reason of increases in the legal monthly 
maximums authorized hy the 1051 Legislature. Fluids for the sup- 
port of these programs were derived from the Federal Government 
57.-5%, State Government ,37. (3% and Town or City 4.9%. Total 
administrative expenses for the four types of Public Assistance 
were 4.2% and for ;ill programs and services 6.5%, giving Vermont 
top ranking in the nation for low cost, fn Vermont one in six per- 
sons over sixty-five receive Old Age Assistance and one in fifty 
children under the age of eighteen receive Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren. 

None of the assistance progi'ams are pensions. They are paid on 
the basis of need and in accordance with policies and procedures 
estabUshed under law. Children and parents, in proportion to their 
ability, have legal as well as moral obUgations under the Statutes.

Ave. and Warner Ave. A portion of the Chatterton Park Develop- 
ment was given two applications. 

The new bucket loader has been found to be very useful. Even tlie 
old one helps out on many occassions. Both are essential during 
sanding operations in die winter.

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HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT 
1951 



The year 19.51 shcjwed an increase in reportable diseases. 
There were 21 cases of Measles, 2 cases of Mumps, and 4 casc-^ of 
Chicken Pox reported. During the month of December and the 
latter part of November, there was as alarming increase in the num- 
ber of measles. In an effort to control the situation, mass inocula- 
tion of measles susccivtiblc individuals was effected. On a .single 
afternoon, December ^7, 1951, 67 children of varying ages were 
inoculated with measles immune serum obtained from the State 
Department of Health and supplied by the American Red Cross. 
The results of this campaign cannot be determined at present. 

During the latter part of August, it was found necessary to 
close the swimming pool due to an unfavorable report on the water 

analysis. 

Excessive rainfall together with poor sanitation of the area sur- 
rounding the pool may have been the cause of contamination. 
Whatever the cause, it should be of prime importance, that rules 
of sanitation in and around the pool be strictly enforced. I be- 
lieve that sanitary facilities at the pool can and should be improved. 

Our student health program continues. It is the aim of the 
school authorities to have a complete health record of every stu- 
dent from the first grade upward. In this way a permanent record 
of a child's progress, physically as well as mentally would be avail- 
able at all times. 

^ In comparing notes with various physicians in this and neigh- 
boring areas, and from personal observation of these localities, it is 
my impression that Proctor continues to enjoy better than average 
health.
